_ Finishing Projects

In 1984, the Town of Andover planned 
for—and in some cases, began—a num- 
ber of big projects. In 1985, it swung into 
a construction phase. 

1986, according to Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony, will be the year of pol- 
ishing what the past few years have put 
together. ‘‘In 1986, there will be a lot of 
building, too,’’ says Mahony. “‘But it will 
be pretty much the completion of past 
projects.” 

One of the most visible construction 
projects in town, the addition to Memori 
al Hall Library, will not be completed, 
according. to Mahony—but it will be 
closed in. As for the rest of the down- 
town, he predicts that it will not change 
drastically, although the block owned by 
William Scanlon will receive a substan- 
tial facelift. 

“We're also hoping to spruce up the 


. parking lot at the base of Punchard Ave- 


nue,” says Mahony. The municipally- 
owned lot is located next to Old Andover 
Village and serves businesses on the 
south end of Main Street. 

Asked about the renovation of the Old 
Town Hall, Mahony predicts, ‘‘The hall 
will be restored and used for public func- 
tions—a post office downstairs, the His- 
torical Society and A.V.I.S. on the other 
side; the Credit Union. For three years, 
I’ve been telling everybody what’s going 
to happen to the Old Town hall, but they 
haven’t believed it,” he adds. 

Although Mahony sees little new con- 
struction in store for 1986, he does hope 
to see negotiations for land for the new 
post office building bear fruit next year. 
Andover’s postal services now suffer

from fragmentation and lack of coordi- 
nation due to the scattering of physical 
postal sites, he says; a new post office 
would consolidate services and improve 
them considerably. The town has been 
working to acquire a location for its post 
office headquarters in the area of Ste- 
vens Street—“It’s a perfect spot,” he 
says, “Just where we wanted to go. I’m 
doing everything in my power to get il 
moving.” 

He adds that, ‘‘Once it (the land acqui 
sition) happens, it'll happen very quick 
ly 

1986 will also see the groundbreakins 
and beginning of construction on thi 
campus for Emerson College, in Law 
rence. Mahony is excited about And 
over’s part in the project, and predicts 
that Emerson will be an asset to the com- 
munity economically, educationally and 
culturally. 

Also on tap for next year will be the 
construction of at least two new industri- 
al buildings, to be built by the Prudential

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Special Selectmen’s Session 
Pledges Emerson Support 


In an 8 a.m. meeting on Friday, called to respond to a 
memorandum of understanding’ sent from Emerson 
College to the towns of Lawrence and Andover, the And- 
over Board of Selectmen unanimously agreed to support 
the institution’s upcoming move from Boston to Lawrence 
and Andover—with two technical reservations. 

According to Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, the 
memorandum serves, in essence, aS a non-binding sum- 
mary of the discussions which have been held between the 
college and the two towns in which the campus will be 
located. Directed principally toward Lawrence—which 
will be giving Emerson approximately 65 of its 77 poten- 
tial acres of land—the document specifies 12 points of 
agreement among the college and its two new host towns. 

Mahony and the selectmen differed with two of the 
items: an understanding by Emerson that Andover will 
use eminent domain to acquire the 12 acres of land it will 
be using here, and a stipulation that Andover will consider 
the college ‘‘exempt from any zoning restrictions or de- 
sign controls which might impede any of the devel- 
opments or buildings contemplated by this project.’ 

Selectmen Chairman William Dalton characterized the 
language of the memorandum as ‘“‘non-confrontational; 
not demanding.” In his view, the two stipulations ‘are 
‘non-issues,’’ because they are either outside the power of 
the town government, or not applicable to the building 
situation. 

Although he has not studied the laws of eminent domain, 
Dalfon said, ‘‘My understanding is that Andover doesn’t 

“have the power to take Mand by eminent domain because 
we don’t have a Redevelopment Authority.’’ Moreover, 
land taken by eminent domain is bought at ‘‘the market 
price,” he explained—which, for prime industrial land 
such as the. college site, could cost $350,000 per acre. 

‘We'll cooperate as best we can,” said Dalton, “‘But we're 
not going to spend $3,000,000 of the town’s money to secure 
private land for a private educational institution.” 

Dalton went on to explain that Lawrence does have the 
power of eminent domain, and the state has agreed to aid 
in the buying of the land. To the extent that it is desired 
and feasible, Andover has agreed to cooperate with any 
Lawrence or state effort on behalf of land acquisition for 
the college. 

Insofar as the zoning issue is concerned, Dalton said 
that the Selectmen do not have the authority to overrulé 
zoning laws for the sake of development. Furthermore, he 
said, ‘From what we’ve seen, their plans do not violate 
the zoning laws in any way, shape or manner’’—so the 
question of overriding is moot. 

Town Manager Mahony agreed with Dalton’s assess- 
ment. ‘‘What they want to do conforms with our zoning, so 
they don’t need that clause,” he said. He added that, if

potential problems with wetland or conservation regula- 
tions, height ordinances or any other aspects of the by- 
laws should come up during the development, Emerson 
could not be given any more leeway because of its status 
as a non-profit educational institution than any other busi- 
ness. 

Also listed in the memorandum was a stipulation that 
Emerson be allowed to use the large theatre at the Collins 
Center for 15 performances per year. The dates were not 
specified. ‘‘That is apparentiy a very do-able request,”’ 
said Dalton. “There is a lot of spare time available 
there.’’ He added that the college would have to bend to 
the town’s schedule, as do Merrimack College and Phillips 
Academy, who also use the Collins Center on occasion. 
‘We can’t give them any more rights than the other 
schools, which have been here for so much longer,”’ he 
said 

Emerson College had requested a reply to the mem- 
orandum of understanding by noon on Friday, the time its 
Board of Trustees had scheduled their meeting to vote on 
the relocation. At the direction of the selectmen, Town 
Manager Mahony drafted and sent the following letter, by 
courier, to Emerson president Dr. Al'en Koenig: 

‘Dear Dr. Koenig: 
‘Pursuant to our phone conversation of 20 December I 
submit the following: 

“The Town of Andover and its Board of Selectmen are 
supportive of Emerson College’s relocation in And- 
over/Lawrence. We are willing to assert ourselves in any 
way possible to make this relocation benefit Emerson Col- 
lege and the Merrimack Valley. The Memorandum of Un- 
derstanding that was presented to me fifteen minutes ago 
has several problems that we have discussed at length in 
our preparatory meetings. 

“1. The Town of Andover is constrained in its ability to 
write down land for transfer due to the fact that we do not 
have a redevelopment agency with those powers. There- 
fore, setting aside the difficulties of Town Meeting appro- 
val, the land acquisition will have to be made by either the 
State or a Redevelopment Authority. 

‘2. The Town of Andover agrees to respect Emerson 
College under Section 40A (its designation as a non-profit 
educational institution—ed.) of the Statutes of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, recognizing first that the 
uses you propose for the land are already acceptable un- 
der the Town Zoning Bylaw. Our concern, if any, rests in

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Town Manager Looks Back On 
A Lot Of Project Completion

It is quiet in the suite of offices on the 
town hall’s second floor. Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony sits on the edge of the 
expanse of wood that serves as his desk. 
How would he characterize the year 1985, 
in terms of progress in Andover? 


Mahony thinks for a moment. Then he 
says, ‘‘1985 was a ‘nuts and bolts’ year.”’ 
“Last year was one of putting under 
construction a lot of projects we’d begun 
earlier,”’ says Mahony. ‘‘There’s the 
town offices, the parking lots, the li-

brary; starting construction on the Rive- 
rina Road water project, the 
construction on the water treatment 
plant; the standpipe—’’ He ticks them off 
on his fingers, one bv one. ‘‘The munici- 
pal maintenance building; the lights at 
Lovely Field...1984 was a set-up time. 
1985 was a year of construction.” 

Mahony pauses. ‘‘That’s a lot of work; 
traditionally, we’re not such big builders 
here.”’ 

The big building project which has not 
yet happened—but for which Mahony has 
worked, in 1985, to lay a foundation of 
approval—is the movement of Emerson 
College from Boston to Lawrence. The 
college hopes to begin breaking ground 
in July in a site on the banks of the Mer- 
rimack River. “It couldn’t have been 
done without Andover,’ says Mahony, 
referring to the fact that 12 of the col- 
lege’s potential 77 acres tie in this town. 

“It will create a lot of construction 
jobs,” Mahony continues. ‘Maintenance 
jobs. Semi-skilled craftsmen... And there 
are the educational opportunities and the 
cultural activities—we feel it will tie in 
very well with Merrimack College.’’ He 
warms to the subject. ‘‘There should be a 
minimum of 800 students dormed at 
Emerson. The cost to Andover will not be 
high; of course, we dg lose money on 
taxes on the land.’ 

Mahony predicts that town merchants 
will gain from the venture. He cites esti 
mates that student expenditures, in 
town, will amount to approximately 
$200,000 per week 

“It’s just, all-around, a good thing,” he 
says. ‘‘The work we’ve done with Law- 
rence people in the last weeks has been 
good for us, too—co-operative, not com 
petitive.” 

Concerning criticisms about the in 
crease in traffic that will result from th 
project, Mahony says, ‘‘The traffic will 
be a plus point. It will not generate as 
much traffic as industrial use on the 
same land—for which most of the area is 
zoned.”’

This year has also been a year of pro- 
gress in systems, according to Mahony. 
He cites work done to modify and fine- 
tune the tax assessment system. ‘‘There 
was a lot of concern about the equity of 
assessments,”’ he explains. ‘We worked 
to make it more equitable.’ 

Andover has added about 200 more 
houses this year to its tax base. Accord- 
ing to Mahony, the town is trying to limit 
its housing growth to a figure below 200. 
‘‘We’re trying to manage the industrial 
growth pattern, too,’’ he says. ‘“We have 


not put up barricades and said, ‘you can- 
not come in;’ we just haven’t encouraged 
industrial growth.”’ 

But there has been what Mahony calls 
industrial growth at a ‘nice, steady 
pace.’ He explains that the Prudential 
Insurance Company is now leasing four 
new buildings to Analog and Bell Labo- 
ratories (two) and the headquarters of 
high-tech’s impressive LISP company— 
whose move to town he considers the 
year’s biggest industrial coup. Also in- 
cluded in this year’s growth are Dynam- 
ics Research and DASA 

Mahony is also enthusiastic about the 
construction of a new 300-bed +hote! off 
River Road, begun this year by Ocean 
Properties, Ltd., of Boca Raton, Fla 
“It’s a good project,” he says with a 
smile. ‘“‘The people building it are good 
people.” 

One of Mahony’s favorite projects this 
year, was the institution of the shuttle 
bus. ‘“‘We had more than 50 riders per 
day in the first two weeks,”’ he says. He 
adds that he hopes the usage will in- 
crease as people become more familiar 
with the route and the service. ‘We're 
sort of holding our breath to see what 
comes of it,” he says

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Stabilizing Pond Allowed For 


Rogers Brook Development 


At its Dec. 17 meeting, the Planning 
Board followed a brief—and largely un- 
eventful—public hearing on definitive 
plans for the Rogers Brook subdivision, 
located between Summer Street and 
Highland Road, with a vote to allow the 
developer to stabilize a controversial 
pond on the property for the winter. 

The unanimous vote lifts a stop-work 
order for Domenic Germano, owner of 
the proposed two-street, 15-lot devel- 
opment, to allow stabilization on the 
pond only. Board members stipulated 
that Germano be permitted to stabilize 
“what is there now,”’ but not be allowed 
to expand the pond to its proposed “‘per- 
manent” configuration, which was out- 
lined in plans presented at the hearing. 

The proposed ‘‘permanent”’ retention- 
/detention pond has been designed to 
hold three feet of water at all times of the 
year, according to presenter Stephen 
Stapinski of Merrimack Engineering 
Services, Andover. It will handle drain- 
age from the subdivision, and will be un- 
fenced. Stapinski further explained that 
maintenance of the pond will fall to the 
owner of the lot upon which it is located; 
in the case of problems that go beyond 
the scope of the property owner, an ease- 
ment will be provided for town mainte- 
nance. 

The deadline for the board’s vote on 
the subdivision’s difinitive plan will be 
Jan. 19.
